Brazil, Oct. 25.— The police have 
discovered that ia the capture of John 
and Jack Hney, arrested a few days 
agojoet east of here for stealing a 
team of hociee, a ifmon and 90 bushels 
of wheat from fhrmers between here 
And IndianoTioUs, they hnte eeoured 
mneh- wanted criminals. 

Ktaeteen veare ago the Hueys lived 
at Knightsville. tUe oounty, and were 
sent to prieen for robbing a store. 
While aonngaa "tAiatiee" they escaped 
from the prison south. Afterward 
John Hney WAS arrssted for the mur- 
der til m mm in Orcene oounty and be 
was senlMioed for 18 years, but he again 
eeoaped. A few years afterward he 
was arreeted at Terte Haute for count- 
erfeiting and wna sentenced from the 
federal court at Indianapolis. Jack 
Huey has been implicated :in various 
thef u and oonntecfiiiting iphs and has 
served aeveral terau in the peniten- 
tiarv. 

Tne police have secured evidence 
showing that Jack Huey, assist- 
ed by a Brazil crook, robbed the 
postoffice at Knightsville a few months 
ago, and a few nights later he almost 
killed fred Boyer, a Harmony saloon- 
keeper, 'by chloroforming him while he 
was asleep and robbing the saloon. The 
bedclothes around Boyer were saturat- 
ed with the drug and he was almo>st 
dead when found. Authorities from 
different parts of the state where the 
Hueys are wanted telegraph that they 
will be present at the trial and make 
an effttrt t o sectare the coubla » 

THE OUT COME IN DOUBT. 

The Midland naiitvnv still Bloeksd bjr 

Kmployen. 

LedaNiiN. InJ., Oct. 2"). - The strike 
on the Chica„'o and Southwestern, bet- 
ter known as the Midland railway, has 
not yet been adjusted. The section- 
men and shopbands on the West End 
refuse to allow the trains to run over 
that end of the road. They are deter- 
mined to prevent the road from oper- 
ating until they receive their pay. The 
road, they claim, owes them for two 
or three months' wages, and no com- 
promise except a full payment will 
suffice. 

The men who have stood by the road 
through all its troubles heretofore ha\-e 
now struck, saying that they have been 
patient until tneir patience and their 
credit have both oecome exhausted. 
Grocers refuse to take their "time" any 
longer as there is no chance to realize 
thereon. Tht* trains on the east end 
are running a -part of the time. The 
city treasurer has made a levy on some 
of the rolling stock. It is likely that 
a receiver will be ai>plied f6r unless the 
claims of the hands are paid at once. 
A compromise has been proposed but 
not aooepted. The outcome is in

Hecond Trial of a Murder CMS. 

Phinckton, Ind., Oct. 25.— The cele- 
brated triftl of the state of Indiana 
against Charles E. Johnson came up 
for hearing in the Gibson circuit court 
yesterday. Johnson is charged witn 
murder in the first degree for tlie kill- 
ing of Jacob Apn in a clubhouse in the 
city of EvansviUe alwut one year ago. 
He was tried at the January term ( i 
this court and the jury hung— thret? 
of the jurors believin,^ him to Ite inno- 
cent. Owing to the so(ual standing of 
the young man the trial creates con- 
siderable inturest. Johnson's father is 
one of Evansvillo's firHt citizens and 
his mother i.s a si.ster of the venerable 
Judge l^arrett, ex-Conj,'rertsinan Ironi 
the First district.

London, Oct. SB.— Under the caption, 

"Tliilf a Ye:ir Nearer B.'iMl<rnptcy." 
The Weekly. Tiuics iui.l l:^t ho of this 
city, in tho leading editorial ot 
its current issue, declares that 
Great Britian is on the verge of 
national bankruptcy. Starting out 
with the statement that the coun- 
try is on the edge of such a winter 
as its agricultural, industrial and wo.k- 
ing classes have not known since tlie 
fearful times of lH4'.t. it makes an ex- 
troardinary revelation concerning the 
national finances. 

Last spring, in presenting his budget. 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, ilie 
chancellor of the exche<iuer, a hrntt""! 
that he expected a dei line ol i.'i'ii'.lHiii 
in the revenue for '03-'U4 as compared 
with the revenue U» the.year endmg in 
March. 

This at the tim<< was regarded as a 
conservative estimate, but tlie figures 
now revealed show that the decrease 
during the first quarter onlv, or up to 
the end of June, wn« <•T.^(».IM>0 
and that the (luarter just endi .1 shows 
a decrease of aiuiihcr iTiOO.Odii. In #ther 
words, with the winter yet to coin", 
the country is ulreaily 1.1.2-!.'\'i(iii 
or ROineting in the neighbuihoud uf .ji,- 
00o,o(K), to the bad. 

The reoi;ipts for the customs show a 
decline of nearly §5iHi.oo;) Hn;i revenue 
stamps a thinl of a niillicjn more. The 
Times figures it up that a total deficit 
by next March can not be less than 
$10.0(10,000 to $12,000.(K)O, and tliat in 
the face of tlio terrilile and increasing 
depression all over, the country the.-;:) 
figures and the prospects are absolutely 
spelling.
